Travelers Questioned and 
Watched—Soldiers Spy Into 
Sewers and Corners. 


By the Associated Press. — 

ROME, April 27—Rome swarmed 
with police today in preparation 
for Reichsfuehrer Hitler's visit 
next week. Detectives and secret 
agents covered the city, on the 
alert for any sign of activity that 
might be directed against the Ger- 
man v Hitler arrives at 8 
p. m. ay. 

Railroad police were especially 
active in questioning passengers 
and recording their identifying doc- 
uments. Agents operated in all 
railway stations. All persons entar- 
ing the capital, especially foreign- 
ers, were watched; many were 
asked to account for themselves as 
they stepped from trains. 

Hotel and apartment house jan- 
itors and rental agents were warned 
to make precise daily reports to po- 
lice on arrivals and departures. 

Regular troops patrolled the 

route of the Hitler procession 
through Rome, on daily inspections 
of sewers and other hidden spaces. 
Every mile of track which Hitler’s 
train will travel from the Alps to 
Naples was guarded. A large part 
of the normal freight shipments 
from Rome has been suspended 
until after the visit. 
A squad of German police aided 
in rounding up German Austrian 
refugees, especially Jews. Some 
have been taken into precautionary 
custody and others were ordered 
out of Rome for the period of 
the visit.

After Taxes Increase 


Bulk of English Press Expects People to

LONDON, April 27.—Taxes in ef- 
fect today to meet England's big- 
gest peacetime budget are: 12 cents 
a pound on tea; 18 cents a gallon 
on gasoline; a $7.71 income tax a 
month, retroactive to April 1, if 
there is one child and the wage 
earner gets $208.30 a month. 


The figures represent a 2% per 
cent increase in income tax to 27% 
per cent; a Cent rise in the tea 
tax, and 2 cents in that on gaso- 
line—dll to help pay the $4,721,990,- 
000 which Sir John Simon, Chancel- 
lor of the Exchequer, told the 
House of Commons yesterday would 
be necessary for expénses of Gov- 
ernment in the year ending March 
31, 1939. 

The income tax is the highest In 
17 years, since the 1921-22 peak of 
30 per cent. The new rate was 
$1.37% for each $5 of taxable in- 
come. 

Debate on the budget was ad- 
journed yesterday until today by 
the House. 

The Government was confident 
the people willingly would shoulder 
the new tax burdens, as Sir John 
put it “with the dogged determina- 
tion and with the dauntless courage 
of the British race.” 

Nevertheless, there were sections 
of the morning press which called 
the increases “most obnoxious,” 
and “shocking.” A large part of 
the press, however, thought the 
people would merely “smile and 


The smallest of income taxpay- 
ers won a concession, in that pres- 
ent rates remain for single persons 
making up to $1450 a year and mar- 
ried men with one child earning up 


to $2000. Everyone in the United 
Kingdom earning $750 a year or 
more pays income tax. 

The Chancellor, who disclosed to 
Parliament that Britain had pur- 
chased secretly large amounts of 
food to feed the people in “early 
months” of a war, made known 
that the budget did not cover the 
whole arms bill. Of its $4,721,990,- 
000 there was provided for arma- 
ment $1,226,250,000, but an addi- 
tional $450,000,000 will be borrowed. | 
The five-year rearmament pro- 
gram now is in its second year, 
originally was to have cost $7,500,- 
000,000 but present unofficial esti- 
mates are that it will render 511 
250,000,000, 

While Sir John did not disclose 
the food stock purchases, of wheat, 
whale oil for margarine, and sugar, 
there were these estimates among 
business men: One to two million 
tons of wheat, either now in storage 
or for future delivery, a 20 to 30 
week supply. (There are rumors the 
Government intends to buy the en- 
tire approaching British wheat 
crop.) Four million tons of sugar, 
worth $10,000,000, Possibly 100,000 
tons of whale oil, for use in manu- 
facture of food and explosives. 

The stock market here today 
opened with declines ranging to 10 
per cent. Industrial and oil shares 
led the drop. Speculative shares 
were slightly lower, and British 
Government stocks weaker. 

Later the market recovered 
somewhat under good buying. Gold 
mine shares, olls and trank-Atlan- 
tics led the recovery. The market 
closed near the best but slightly 
below yesterday except gold mines, 
which in some cases were higher.

A chemical analysis of the stom- 


ach contents of Albert Benner, 6207 
West Park avenue, who is critically 
ill at City Hospital, showed reac- 
tions of a caustic poison, such as 


induced by lye or bichloride of 
mercury, Assistant Chief of Detec- 
tives Jeremiah O'Connell said to- 
day. 

Benner lived at the home of the 
widow of Police Sergeant Joseph 
A. Schneider at the West Park ave- 
nue address. At the age of eight, 
he was one of the many homeless 
boys and girle that Sergt. Schneider 
and his wife took to rear. Only 
two others remain at the home with 
her. 

On April 17, Benner took a pow- 
der laxative at the home which ap- 
parently contained a poison, His 
throat and stomach were severely 
seared. He said he was unable to 
explain how any other substance 
got into the bottle of laxative from 
which he took occasional doses. 
Benner, who is 29 years old, has 
had four blood transfusions since 
being taken to the hospital. Phy- 
sicians say be only has a slight 


chance of recovery.

Bureau of Mines Director 
Tells Zinc Institute Lack 
of Domestic Supply Is 
Major Weakness. 


Inadequate domestic supplies of 
nine important minerals—tin, man- 
ganese, chromium, aluminum, tung- 
sten, nickel, mercury, antimony and 
mica~are “major weaknesses in the 
national deefnse,” Dr. J W. 
Finch, director of the United States 


Bureau of Mines, said in an address 
yesterday before the American Zinc 
Institute, in convention at Hotel 
Statler. > 

As a remedy he sug „that 
the Government buy stock piles of 
the strategic minerals, creating res- 
ervoirs from which industry could 
draw in time of war. The cost of 
securing adequate supplies would 
be little more, he estimated, than 
the cost of a modern battleship. 
The last United States battleship 
to be built cost $27,000,000. 

Reviewing developments since 
the World War, Finch said the na- 
tion had found new sources for sev- 
cral minerals and was no longer 
dependent on foreign supplies as 
far as they were concerned.

But the State 
Supreme Court, usually dividing on straight party 
lines, has held repeatedly that this wise provision 
of the Constitution was repealed with the adoption 
of the initiative and referendum amendment in 1908. 
A proposed amendment to overrule these decisions 
was rejected by the voters in 1924. 

In Chicago, an even more determined effort to ob- 
tain legislative reapportionment has proved equally 
futile. The issue was dramatized two years azo, 
when a leading champion of reapportionment, argu- 
ing in a Chicago court that the Legislature was in- 
validly constituted because of disregard of the re- 
districting law, shot and killed the opposing coun- 
sel and shot at the Judge. Even this did not bring 
action. Chicago is still badly under-represented. 

After surveying the reapportionment problem on a 
nation-wide scale, Dr. Walter concludes that: 


The legislature is not a reliable agent for the 
passage of reapportionment statutes which 
change the balance of power within its own mem- 
bership. A change of method is necessary 20 
that there may be at least a guarantee of some 
legislative action, enforced by the possibility of

This conclusion ts amply confirmed by the peri- 
ence of Missouri, for even if it is conceded that some 
provision is needed to keep the rural sections from 
being overshadowed in strength by the cities, this 
protection can be given without discriminating 
against the cities-in both legislative chambers. As 
is the case with the national Congress, the repre- 
sentation in at least one chamber should be so ap- 
portioned that a vote is of the same weight regard- 
less of the locality or type of constituency in which 
it is cast. 

The framing of a provision to insure the fair 
apportionment of legislative representation is some- 
thing which the citizens of Missouri should bear in 
mind in connection with the approaching referen- 
dum on a convention to revise the Constitution.

Stahiman, publisher of the Nash- 
ville (Tenn.) Banner, also criti 
what he described as lower 
bracket” journalism schools, tax in- 
creases, the proposed rise in news- 
print, costs, and “that section ‘of 
the press which has surrendered 
the ideals of an honorable profes- 
sion for the tinkle of the cash reg- 
ister. 

Speaking at the A. N. P. A.’s an- 
nual convention, Stahlman reviewed 
his year as president of the organ- 
ization and méntioned some of the 
problems which have been faced 
and some of those which lie ahead. 
He began with labor, saying: 

“Tt has been necessary for this 
association, in conjunction with 
other organizations of newspaper 
publishers, to put itself squarely on 
record against certain movements 
which the press of this country con- 
siders inimical, not solely to its 
welfare, but contrary to the inter- 
ests of a free people and the preser- 
vation of free institutions in a 
democracy.” . 

Stahiman said much of the pub- 
lic’s distrust of the press had been 
engendered by “demagogues in all 
walks of life, who would seek to 
destroy the power of the press, be- 
cause it is the last b .lwark between 
them and their selfish exploitation 
of a great people.” 

“On the other hand,” he added, 
“we cannot overlook the instances 
of delinquency on our own part.” 

The Radio Committee of the Pub- 
lishers’ Association said today in 
its report “the inescapable task of 
the American press is to guard 
against any eénéroachment upon 
American democracy by the Federal 
Government with radio as an in- 
strument of political power.” , 

“In the totalitarian countries,” 
the report said, “radio has been 
made an instrument of dictatorship 
by which not only the freedom, but 
the very soul of the press, has been 
destroyed.” 

The report said “no conclusive 
statistics appear to exist as to the 
effect of news broadcasts upon 
newspaper circulation,” but con- 
tinued: oe 

“One fact, however; i outstand- 
ing: In 1922, wheti radio-broadcast- 
ing was in its infancy, there were 
only a, few thousand receiving sets 
in the entire country;. today, the 
total number of receiving sets is 
estimated as high as 37,000,000. 

“Sixteen years ago there were 
2382 daily newspapers jn the Unit- 
ed States with a total daily circula- 
tion of 29,780,328; today there are 
about 2000 daily newspapers in this 
country with a total circulation of 
41,468,917. 

“In other words, since the advent 
of radio, newspaper circulation has 
increased more than 33 per cent, 


and today’s total is the greatest in 
history.” .

From 12 to 20 Discussed in New 
Book by Dr. Ada Hart Arlitt.

EW rules, but those reasonable 

and well defined, and an under- 

standing on the part of parents 
of their children, is the best meth- 
od of handling adolescents, and 
bringing them safely and wisely 
through their period of physical and 
psychical readjustment, says Ada 
Hart Arlitt, head of the Depart- 
ment of Child Care and Training at 
the University of Cincinnati. Re- 
cently author of a pook for parents 
on children from 1 to 12 years old, 
she has. now ‘written “The Adoles- 
cent,” published by McGraw-Hill 
Book Co., which deals with the 
problems of children from 12 to 20 
year old. | 


Among other things, Dr, Arlitt in- 


sists, parents take too seriously 


many actions and attitudes on the 
part of adolescent offspring 
are not serious; that are merely a 
universal phase of that growth pe- 
riod, and will disappear with ma- 
turity. Where they do not disap- 
pear, or seem unduly exaggerated, 
it is well to see a psychiatrist, for 
the root of the trouble may in fact 
be something entirely removed from 
superficial appearance. Inability 
to keep up with school work, to- 
gether with indifference and a poor 
tion, has been traced to an 
older child’s feeling of inferiority 
to a younger, augmented by pa- 
rental failure to give credit for 
things well done. Direction of the 
child’s activities into certain things 
in which excellence was possible, 
completely removed the problem. 

Adolescents, while by nature in a 
constant state of rebellion against 
rules, paradoxically are gregarious 
and inclined to conform to the 
ideas of a particular group. Often 
the group is of a type that causes 
disapproval on the part of parents, 
but Dr. Arlitt reassures them that 
such a situation is not a cause for 
undue worry. 

“If habits, attitudes and ideals of 
the right type have been thorough- 
ly established before the age of 12, 
one may view without worry many 
of the child’s associates since he 
will, within a very few years, come 
back to those standards established 
before adolescence began. If one 
has established no control or poor 
standards or has neglected to set 
in one’s home the pattern which 
one desires the child to follow, no 
stress and strain, no amount of ef- 
fort will have any effect during the 
adolescent period. The time to set 
up standards and to develop ideals 
is from birth through the twelfth 
year, not from the thirteenth to the 
seventeenth.” 

*. * * 

HIL DREN in the adolescent 

period are unhappy if they do 

not wear the same clothes, read 
the same books and use the same 
language as do other members of 
the group, for the tendency is to 
be as like the others as possible. 

“The present desire of adoles- 
cents to conferm can be easily un- 
derstood,” continues the author. 
“Many children become unpopular 
or have to struggle too hard to hold 
their places in groups of their own 
age because the rules and regula- 
tions of their parents differ too 
widely from those of the parents 
of other members and because the 
parents of these rather unfortunate 
children insist upon dressing them 
in line with their own taste rather 
than in line with the fashion which 
the adolescent group has adopted. 
If one is too upset by the fashions 
and attitudes of today’s adolescents 
one has only to keep in mind the 
family album. ‘This desire to con- 
form continues but with somewhat 
less force as the child grows older. 
In fact, most adults are miserable 
if they are too different from the 


group of which they are a part.” 
Since teen age children naturally 
gravitate to groups, Dr. Arlitt sug- 
gests that parents try to co-oper- 
ate in bringing about uniform 
rules of behavior, so one member 
does not feel he is the subject of 
injustice if, for instance, he is not 
allowed to stay out as late, or do 
things other members may. In 


‘addition, since the adolescent will 


belong to such cliques, parents can 
make use of the tendency by hav- 
ing groups to which admission is 
based on attainment in athletics, 
schoo] subjects, writing, music or 
other fields. 

“Any adolescent who does not 
wish to belong to a special gang 
or group, but prefers to stay by 
himself or to stay at home with 
his father or mother, is a subject 
for a psychiatrist. There may be 
nothing seriously wrong, but he 
should at least be examined to find 
out why he does not wish to mix 
with his group. 

“This adolescent interest,. like all 
the others, is strong in some indi- 
viduals and relatively weak in oth- 
ers, ranging all the way from the 
‘mixer’ to the person who has his 
special gang or group but likes to 
be alone for at least part of every 
day. While alone he may be read- 
ing, working at his hobby, think- 
ing or resting. The school, the 
church, and any other organized so- 
cial group should realize the neces- 
sity for providing places where the 
adolescents may gather to dante, 
play games, or just to talk. It is 
wise to have these groups under 
a certain amount of supervision 
though the supervision should not 
reach the level of control and di- 
rection. . . « 

“Many parents will try to choose 
the children’s friends for them, but 
nothing is less wise or less suc- 
cessful. Because the parent has as 
a close friend a member of a fam- 
ily is no reason why fr child should 
find satisfaction in a friendship 
with a son or daughter. Children 
do tend to form their friendships 
among the same social group as 


W 


that to which their parents belong, 
but when one says that one has 
gone as far as the facts permit.” 

It is well generally to allow the 
child approaching maturity to be 
as independent as possible in the 
use of initiative, although there 
should be sufficient limitations to 
prevent mistakes that have serious 
consequences, is Dr. Arlitt’s belief. 
Minor mistakes merely teach judg- 
ment and foresight, but, warns the 
author, parents must not rush in 
to. rectify such minor errors; the 
child himself should have to take 
care of them, for later in life he 
will have to do that, and will lack 
the ability if too greatly protected 
in youth. 1 4 


IMITATIONS and supervision 

should be reasonable and con- 

sistent. An attitude that alter- 
nates between treating the youth as 
a mere infant one time, and then as 
an adult next time, nullifies most 
of the effectiveness of discipline. 
Also, constant fussing about the 
things. which are unimportant 
makes important things lose their 
significance. 

“Tt is well to keep punishments 
and lectures for things that are of 
real importance. When one thinks 
of the foot pounds of effort that 
are expended in criticising the 
clothing of the adolescent, his man- 
ners, the way he looks, one is 
amazed.” 

Many of the attitudes of youth 
about which parents get aroused 
are merely growth stages and dis- 
appear in one to four years, Dr. 
Arlitt asserts. “Puppy love,” which 
frequently takes the form of an at- 
tachment for a much older person, 
is such a transient stage. Awk- 
wardness and _ self-consciousness; 
the tendency toward what may be 
termed “fidgets,” when an adoles- 
cent is constantly combing the hair, 
twisting buttons, drumming fin- 
gers; peculiarities in appetite and 
selection of food are merely signs 
of the growing stage. 

An important feature of the rela- 
tion between parents and adoles- 
cent child is sincerely to try and

understand the child, and to realize 
that to youth it is essential to have 
recognition, to feel really a part of 
the family. Indifference on the 
part of parents to an adolescent's 
interest can have grave conse 
quences, for he will resort to the 
spectacular and even the anti- 
social in order “to make a dent in 
the family.” Parents should en- 
courage constructive activities, 
praise it rather than merely criti 
cising errors. 


“When the school report comes 
home it is well to praise work that 
is above average rather than criti- 
cise poor work. To some children 
it may be worth receiving poor 
marks in school to get the attention 
which they receive when their re- 
ports come home. 

“In every household there should 
be certain times set aside to listen 
to the confidences of the growing 
boy or girl when such confidences 
are given. The interest must not 
be feigned, since children very 
easily see through a lack of sin- 
cerity on the part of the people 
with whom they have been associ- 
ated for years. A part of each 
mealtime may be set aside for re- 
ports of amusing incidents or news 
of the day. The child should never 
be forced to talk during this time, 
but it should be understood that 
this time is his if he cares to take 
it. This does not mean that all 
other conversation should stop and 
the adolescent be told in a com- 
manding tone ‘Now it is your turn.’ 
This would be confusing to an 
adult, and even more to an adoles- 
cent.” 

Perhaps parents would be helped 
to a closer understanding of adoles- 
cents, advises Dr. Arilitt, if they 
got away from the ideas that 
changes take place in adol&scence 
that transform him completely 
from one child to another, “often 
to one who is a constant source of 
trouble and disturbance, because of 
the numerous problems he pre- 
sents. 

“As a matter of fact, the adoles- 
cent, while he does present prob- 
lems’. . . is nevertheless the same 
combination of habits and person- 
ality traits which he was before 
the onset of adolescent changes.”
